February 27th and 28th 1924 

To the Directors and Members of 
the Macleod Agricultural Society. 
Gentlemen:— 

As your Representative Delegate tc 
the Fairs Convention held at Ed- 
monton on February 27th and 28th, I 
beg to report the proceedings as 
follows: 

Between 70 and 80 Delegates were 
present, the smallest number for 
many years, owing no doubt to the 
reduction of the Government Grant to 
the Association, and also to the num- 
ber of Societies which did not hold a 
Fair last year. 

The President Mr. Rufus Cates, 
Oyen, opened the Convention with a 
few remarks, then called on Mr. P. W. 
Abbett President of the Edmonton 
Fair Association, who gave a_ short 
address of welcome to the Delegates. 
Mayor K. A. Blatchford of Edmonton 
Officially extended a welcome to the 
Delegates. He outlined the conditions 
pertaining to Edmonton today, and 
dealt with figures respecting the 
City’s Street Railways, Manufactures, 
and Resourses generally. He also 
spoke of the benifit of the small 
Country Fairs in fostering and train- 
ing exhibitors for the large City 
Fairs. 

The reports of the Executive were 
presented and the financial statement 
of the Auditor, showed a balance on 
the right side of $599.19.

“The Chouteau County Independ- 
published in Fort Benton, Mon- 


tana, publishes the following quoted 


article re Macleod’s 50th Anniversary. 


It is peculiarly fitting that this 
Tecognition should come from Fort 
Benton—as in 1874 and later Fort 
Benton was the port of call from 
which adventurers into the great 
Cunadian far west—particularly Al- 
berta as a portion of the North-West 
Territories—worked their way via 
the Missouri River to the Fort and 
thence on by bull train 260 miles to 
Macleod. Notable amongst those wnu 
came by the Fort Benton Route are: 
D. J. Grier (who served Macleod as 
mayor for many years); John Her- 
ron, ex-M.P., now of Pincher Creek;

All are experienced farmers 
and are considered highly. desirable 
settlers for the Lethbridge Northern 
district. > 

Mr. Hann said that, if these new 
Canadian settlers are satisfied’ with 
Canada, they will serve as the fore- 
runner of a large movement of im- 
migrants from both Switzerland and 
Holland.
